These  terms  of  sale  are  designed  to  conform  to  the  Amended  Rules  for  Public  Auction  Sales  in  New  York  City 
b\  the  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  the  Bylaws  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc. 

1.  lhis  public  auction  sale  is  conducted  pursuant  to  these  Terms  of  Sale  by  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneers,  Harvey  G.  Stack, 
#0522763  and  Lawrence  K.  Stack,  #0798114. 

2.  Each  bidder,  by  bidding  in  the  sale,  agrees  that  a 15%  BUYER’S  CHARGE  will  be  added  to  the  “hammer 
price"  or  winning  bid  of  each  lot  as  determined  by  the  auctioneer.  This  15%  BUYER’S  FEE  will  be  added  to  the 
invoice  of  each  successful  bidder  over  and  above  the  actual  sum  bid  or  offered.  The  Buyer’s  Fee  applies  regardless  of  a 
bidder’s  affiliation  with  any  group  or  organization,  and  is  imposed  on  all  bidders.  No  lots  will  be  delivered  or  shown  at 
the  auction.  Auction  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  and  must  be  paid  for  promptly  in  U.S.  funds.  COIN  GALLERIES 
reminds  you  that  all  bidders  personally  guarantee  prompt  payment  in  full.  Checks  are  permitted  with  identification 
acceptable  to  COIN  GALLERIES.  On  any  accounts  past  due,  COIN  GALLERIES  reserves  the  right  to  extend  credit  and 
impose  periodic  charges  as  stated  in  these  Terms  of  Sale  or  on  the  invoice  or  statement.  Buyer  agrees  to  pay  the 
reasonable  attorney  fees  and  costs  required  to  collect  on  such  past  due  accounts.  All  lots  delivered  in  New  York  State 
are  subject  to  applicable  Sales  Tax.  Buyer  agrees  to  pay  any  sales  tax,  use  tax,  and  any  other  applicable  taxes  that 
now,  or  hereafter,  are  found  to  be  due  by  virtue  of  the  sale,  and  to  indemnify  and  hold  COIN  GALLERIES  harmless  for 
any  sales  or  other  taxes  due  thereunder, including  reasonable  attorneys  fees,  costs  and  any  interest  or  penalties 
assessed.  Buyer  shall  also  pay  all  shipping  and  handling  charges  where  applicable. 

3.  Purchasers  claiming  exemption  from  such  taxes  must  submit  resale  or  exemption  certificates  or  other  proof  of  exemp- 
tion.

5.  All  persons  seeking  to  bid,  whether  in  person,  by  an  agent  or  employee,  or  by  mail,  must  have  a catalogue  and  register 
to  bid.  By  submitting  a bid,  whether  in  person,  by  mail,  or  through  an  employee  or  agent,  the  bidder  acknowledges 
receipt  of  the  catalogue,  and  agrees  to  adhere  to  these  terms  of  sale.

Should  Purchaser  take  any  action  under  Title  11  of 
the  U.S.  Code,  or  any  state  insolvency  law,  Buyer  agrees  to  promptly  return  to  COIN  GALLERIES,  any  lots  not  paid 
for.  The  Buyer  agrees  to  keep  the  lots  fully  insured  until  paid  for.  Risk  of  loss  is  on  the  Buyer. 

11.  The  highest  bidder  as  determined  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  Buyer.  If  the  auctioneer 
determines  that  a dispute  has  arisen  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  lot  may  be  immediately  put  up  and  sold  again.

Except  as  set  forth  in  this  limited  warranty  and  as  may  be  required  by  the  arts  and  cultural  affairs 
law,  and  any  other  law  or  regulation,  all  other  warranties  of  authenticity  of  authorship,  whether  express  or  implied, 
are  hereby  disclaimed. 

17.  Except  as  otherwise  stated  herein,  all  items  offered  in  this  catalogue  are  GUARANTEED  TO  BE  GENUINE  and 
correctly  attributed  as  defined  below. 

18.  (a)  NO  LOT  may  be  returned  for  any  reason  whatsoever  without  the  prior  written  consent  by  COIN  GALLERIES,  or, 
in  any  event,  if  it  has  been  removed  from  its  original  container.  No  lots  purchased  by  those  who  have  viewed  the 
lots  may  be  returned,  unless  the  limited  warranty  provided  in  these  terms  of  sale  permits  it.

(i)  All  oral  and  written  statements  made  by  COIN  GALLERIES,  are  statements  of  opinion  only,  and  are  not  warran- 
ties or  representations  of  any  kind,  unless  stated  as  a specific  written  warranty,  and  no  employee  or  agent  of  COIN 
GALLERIES  has  authority  to  vary  or  alter  these  Terms  of  Sale.

21  C OIN  GALLERIES  reminds  the  Buyer  that  the  grading  or  condition  of  rare  coins  may  have  a material  effect  on  the 
value  of  the  items  purchased;  that  others  may  differ  with  the  grading  opinions  or  interpretations  of  COIN  GALLER- 
IES; that  such  difference  of  opinion  (including  whether  the  coin  has  been  cleaned,  or  is  or  is  not  of  a particular  grade 
or  quality)  is  not  grounds  to  return  an  item  purchased;  and  that  all  sales  of  items  viewed  by  a Purchaser  in  advance  of 
a sale,  even  it  the  sale  is  by  mail,  are  final. 

22.  By  purchasing  in  this  sale,  Buyer  agrees  that  they  shall  have  no  recourse  against  the  Consignor  for  any  reason 
whatsoever.  In  the  event  that  a warranty  is  offered  with  respect  to  grade  or  state  of  preservation  or  condition,  it  shall 
be  a specific  warranty,  in  writing,  signed  by  a member  of  COIN  GALLERIES,  and  shall  specify  its  terms  and 
conditions  and  duration.

He  was  overthrown  by  Fabre  Geffrard  (erst- 
while Duke  of  Port  au  Prince)  in  January  1858.  Leonard  Forrer  lists  both  Godel  and  Bessaignet  in  his  “ Biographical  Dictionary  of 
Medalists,”  associating  Godel  with  Adrian  Veyrat  of  Brussels,  maker  of  some  of  Faustin’s  known  pattern  coins.

Most  numismatists  are  aware  of  the  long  series  of 
politieal  medals  and  medalets  associated  with  19th 
century  election  campaigns  and  Presidential  Inaugu- 
rations. Less  familiar  are  the  colorful  cloth  ribbons 
worn  during  the  same  campaigns  and  Inaugurations 
or  honoring  causes  and  organizations. 

Issued  for  the  same  uproarious  campaigns  as  the 
medals,  fewer  ribbons  survive  in  acceptable  condition. 
Silk  and  linen  are  easily  damaged  by  dampness,  fire  and 
insects  to  which  metal  pieces  are  virtually  impervious. 

The  following  lots  bring  the  collector  portraits,  sym- 
bols and  slogans  of  hard-fought  contests.  Multi-color 
devices  hail  victors  such  as  William  Henry  Harrison, 
James  A.  Garfield  and  Grover  Cleveland.  As  fascinat- 
ing are  the  ephemera  of  the  “Also  Rans”  such  as  Henry 
Clay,  Horatio  Seymour,  William  Jennings  Bryan  and 
Wendell  L.  Willkie.  The  high-grade  pieces  provide  a 
cross-section  of  cloth  political  memorabilia.

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UNITED  STATES  COUNTERFEIT  COIN  DETECTORS 

The  proliferation  of  light  weight  counterfeit  and  spurious  coinage  in  the  latter  half  of  the  Nineteeth  Century, 
spurred  the  invention  of  a number  of  ingenious  scales  to  determine  authenticity.  Merchants  were  sorely  in  need  of 
a quick  and  surefire  means  by  which  to  confirm  that  they  were  receiving  coins  of  proper  weight  and  size  and,  there- 
fore, were  “ the  real  McCoy.”  As  all  legitimate  coins  of  gold  and  silver  conform  to  a uniform  standard,  these  Coun- 
terfeit Coin  Detector  (CCD)  scales  measured  the  dimensions  of  thickness,  diameter,  and  weight.  The  failure  to 
conform  to  any  one  of  these  measures  indicated  that  the  coin  was  false,  but  the  coin  had  to  conform  to  all  three 
measures  to  be  deemed  as  genuine.  These  scales  did  not  measure  numismatic  counterfeits.  Rather  they  only  deter- 
mined whether  or  not  the  proper  amount  of  gold  or  silver  was  being  received  in  true  legal  tender  form.

An  attached  folding  hinged  stand  allows  the  pan  and  slide  beam  to  “rock”  like  a 
seesaw,  thus  determining  proper  weight.  Extremely  compact,  in  the  closed  position  this  coin  detector  is  only  314  inches 
long  and  easily  slipped  into  a pocket.  The  remarkably  ingenious  design  allows  for  the  authentication  of  most  United 
States  gold  and  silver  coins.  In  addition,  those  silver  and  gold  coins  of  France  and  England,  which  were  frequently  used  in 
commerce  in  the  United  States  during  this  period  and  still  official  legal  tender  until  1857,  could  also  be  authenticated. 
This  is  a very  rare  scale  with  probably  fewer  than  20  examples  known.  The  condition  is  exceptional,  the 
best  of  the  few  scales  of  this  type  we  have  seen  over  the  years.

A SELECTION  OF  “BOXED”  COINS 


The  art  of  hollowing  out  coins,  so  as  to  put  the  two  sides  together  without  detection,  has  long  been  practiced  in 
Europe.  These  “box”  coins  were  made  for  several  reasons  including  entertainment  purposes  such  as  magician 
coins . sentimental  purposes  as  storage  of  cherished  photographs  or  lockets  of  hair  of  loved  one's,  and  subterfuge 
purposes  such  as  spy  coins.  Generally  these  coins  screwed  together  or  simply  pushed  together 

In  the  United  States,  the  practice  appears  to  have  begun  around  the  time  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  in  1892. 
Various  coins  were  used,  mostly  Columbian  Exposition  Commerative  Half  Dollars  or  U.  S.  Trade  Dollars.  Here,  the 
introduction  of  an  internal  hinging  mechanism  made  it  possible  to  pop  up  one  side.  Inside,  a photograph  of  a 
loved  one  was  displayed  beneath  a mica  lens,  creating  a “ pocket  locket.”  The  practice  appeared  to  have  stopped  by 
the  turn  of  the  Century  as  very  few  examples  are  found  with  host  coins  dated  after  1900.
